Pfeiffer stated that “the negative char- 
acter” of the present Letter of Registra- 
tion form “does not serve to enhance the 
status of the forwarder either in the eyes 
of the public or financial institutions.” 
He recommended that the forwarder re- 
ceive “the statutory exemption authoriza- 
tion in a more suitable form, containing 
affirmative language of operating authority 
so as to enhance their dignity in public 
and creditor relations.” 


The examiner also recommended that 
applications by cooperative shippers’ asso- 
ciations for authority to operate as indirect 
air carriers be found in the public interest; 
that forwarders be allowed to enter into 
joint rate or other compensation agree- 
ments with airlines; that joint loading by 
forwarders be okayed; and that space 
allocation agreements between forwarders 
and airlines be disallowed.

Part 296—DOMESTIC 
INDIRECT AIR CARRIERS

that can be sold air, particularly at 
off-line points. For instance. during 
the year Connor made several trips to 
heavy traffic generating centers 
Houston, Kansas City, Tulsa, Detroit, 
Chicago and St. Louis — where he 
worked through the Foreign Trade 
Divisions of the local Chambers of 
Commerce, to discover “who ships what, 
where.” On making direct calls he 
found real shipper interest, and in many 
cases got immediate business—such as 
a Houston oil rigging accessory firm 
which dropped surface shipping alto- 
gether and took to the air for its de- 
liveries. So LAV now plans to open 
several off-line offices in the industrial 
heartland of the United States, and will 
keep traveling representatives busy in 
the rest of the country. 


Forwarders’ Value 


> LAV is convinced that [ATA air 
cargo agents and CAB authorized for- 
warders are the dominant factor in the 
air freight picture. It has found 85° 
to 90°% of its day-to-day business com- 
ing from this source. In New York, 
Mike Torrez who has been four years 
with the airline works with cargo 
agents, expediting their problems. He 
has been joined by Carlos Moreno, 
formerly with the Argentine Airlines, 
to help out with these contacts under 
Connor's direction, while Jack Vera- 
coechea continues to handle all freight 
shipments out of New York from Idle- 
wild. Management feels that New York 
is the best point from which to control 
this sales effort, if shipments are to 
move out of Miami on schedule in in- 
creasing quantities. 

> Another factor in the air cargo 
picture for LAV is the interline agree- 
ments maintained with Eastern, Na- 
tional and Riddle to assure expeditious 
handling of freight from New York on 
an overnight basis, with transshipment 
immediately forward to the South 
American market. This business now 
accounts for one third of LAV’s volume. 
Naturally, the integration between the 
domestic carrier and LAV at Miami 
International Airport must be carefully 
supervised if the shipper is to get what 
he pays for, ie., the fastest possible 
service, air all the way, between the 
New York area and Venezuelan points. 

> This year LAV has been impressed 
with the real demand for a service 
which assures the shipper that his 
freight gets rapid processing through 
Customs in Venezuela. LAV realizes 
that its home office in Caracas, Vene- 
zuela’s chief port of entry, has enabled 
the airline to offer shippers the closest 
coordination where they need it most. 
This has been a competitive advantage. 
\s volume grew last year to a quarter- 
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million pounds a month on the daily- 
except-Sunday service, this Customs 
factor has become increasingly ap- 
parent, 

> The carrier’s management sees no 
reason, on the basis of a year’s experi- 
ence handling volume cargo after many 
years of being primarily concerned with 
passenger sales, why its sales personnel 
can’t handle both. Connor’s department 
is organized so that his men can sell 
anything that brings in revenue. This 
bears out his personal experience with 
the line. His sales force will be re- 
quired to sell both forms of transporta- 
tion. 

> Connor feels that in selling freight, 
as in selling passenger accounts, the 
first step must be to sell the airline to 
the customer. And he believes he has 
a good airline to sell. 


Rich Trade Route 


The International Division of LAV 
was reactivated in 1946, starting with 
two Constellations on the New York- 
Caracas nonstop run.

tanks for the work they have done to 
keep the safety record in LAV’s hands. 
It was also significant that Colonel 
Calderon spent much of his limited time 
on his second visit to New York at 
Idlewild where LAY is the only airline 
to maintain complete maintenance shops 
for its international fleet. (Other air- 
lines operating out of Idlewild use con- 
tract maintenance with Lockheed Air 
Service, Inc.) 

At Idlewild LAV has more than 
100 men in the maintenance division 
under the direction of Frank Martinez. 
Because there is no dollar shortage due 
to currency restrictions, LAV is able to 
operate in the New York area and use 
top-notch American mechanics. Even 
6.000-hour overhauls and modifications 
on the Connies are performed here by 
LAV’s own personnel. Recently two of 
the airline’s 49 Connies were converted 
to step up payload capacity some 3,000 
pounds. 

The maintenance base includes strue 
tural shops, radio, instrument, engine 
build-up, as well as a $550,000 inven 
tory of aireraft parts and components 
second only to stores in the main hase 
at Caracas. 


School 


Another feature stressed by LAV’~ 
sales force in the field is the fact that 
a school for company pilots is con 
ducted at Idlewild under the direction 
of Ivan Fickett, operations manager 
The facilities of the school include Link 
Trainers and a Lockheed Lodestar {or 
practice in navigation and flight pro 
cedures at Idlewild, the most complex 
landing point in the airline’s world- 
wide network (which includes Lisbon 
Madrid, Rome and soon will include 
Frankfort under new schedules now 
being formulated ). 

Most important in the Venezuelan 
carriers development is the fact that 
it is a young man’s airline, with a habit 
of raising its personnel from the ranks 

a factor that always makes for high 
morale. This means that top manage 
ment in this country and Caracas is 
aggressive, well financed, and quick to 
approve progressive plans. 

Arriving late in the air cargo pic- 
ture, LAV is going after cargo-hauling 
in earnest while endeavoring to keep 
passenger payloads high on one of the 
richest trade routes in the world.

“This Pacific Coast pilot operation will 
give the Post Office Departm xperi 
ence over a large and complex raphi 
cal area embracing more than vw ter 
minals alone.

edge we have gained in the earlier tests 
elsewhere. Mail will be sent over these 
routes when delivery to addressees will be 
expedited or there is no extra cost as 
compared with surface transportation. This 
action is, therefore, directly in’ line with 
our objectives to improve the postal ser 
vice and to effect economies. The Post 
Ofhee Department believes, in view of the 
population increases and the growing eco- 
nomic importance of the area affected that 


the extension of this experiment on the 
West Coast at this time, providing as it 
does, better mail service, is well deserved.” 

The Civil Aeronautics Board has ap- 
proved the 18.98¢ “temporary” rate to be 
paid to the airlines hauling the first-class 
mail on the West Coast. The petition of 
69 common carrier railroads to intervene 
in the case has been rejected by the 
Board. However, the fixing of a final rate 
has been held in abeyance by the CAB, 
and the railroads have been promised that 
they may enter their opposition to the ex- 
perimental mail-carrying program at that 
time. The Board denied that the West 
Coast experiment would be the cause for 
the diversion of mail trafic from the rail- 
roads, in view of the fact that the Post 
Office and the air carriers have “already 
commenced the service for which the rate 
is to be fixed.” 


Seaboard & Western Airlines and 
lransocean Air Lines have been ordered 
by the CAB to cancel their offer to the 
Post Office Department to haul overseas 
Gl mail at the flat rate of 25¢ per ton 
mile. Seaboard and Transocean look upon 
soldier mail as “property.” The Post Office 
had liked the idea, but the Defense De 
partment (which controls military mail 
from the point that it leaves the country) 
opposed it because it would further swell 
its giant budget. The CAB called it “il 
legal,” on the ground that the proposed 
operations would be outside the two car 
riers’ certificates, 


MATS is due to get out of the military 
mail transportation “business,” and the 
civilian air carriers are expected to get 
all the 6¢ air mail letters to service men 
overseas.
